RUDOLF 
also met subject in Washington, DC, 8/13/54, for short 
period of tlau. Subject appeared very nervous •

DETAILS J VLADIMIR ttOKOLQV, Whoae JULJU^i la VLADIMIR 

DlMITHIEVXOHf&fttARIS, employed by the/Chekov 
Publishing Oompaay, 387 Fourth Avenue , law. York City , advised 
that he first buoame acquainted' with the aub jeet ln mmleh, 
Germany In January, 1951 *t a large anti -Communist aonferenoe, 
at whieh tlma the subject gave a short speech. 

MR. SOKOLOV stated that he again met the aubjeot 
in the united states saw oould recall meeting the aub Jest for 
the first time at an antfi-Oommunlat meeting sponsored by the 
J£or4h American aeafclop, /[Coordination Center of tits Anti- 
Bolshevik Fight, SOKOLOV recalled that the aubjeot also gave 
a short speech 1ft 'this meeting. 
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la addition to other meetings sponsored by 
the above-nontionad group, SOKOLOV reealled attending two 
leoture* where the subject wee the main speaker* At these 
loot urea the subject gave an to count or his own experiences 
in Russia* On one oeoaslon the subject went to Springfield, 
Massachusetts, where he gave an anti-Soviet lecture before old 
sueu 1 new Russian immigrants* Aooordlng to MR. SOKOLOV , through- 
out all the meetings, apeeehes and lectures at whioh the subject 
was in attendanea he fostered antl-Cpmmttnlst sentiments and 
at no time deviated from these sentiments. 

MR. SOKOLOV stated that OLSHANSKY visited 
Haw York on September 2, 19$k while attemptang. to submit an 
article to the Russian language nevap aper^Sovdyoe tusskoys Slovo.* 
OLSHAHSKY was In Haw York for one night ml indicated ha was 
on his way from Hew York to atay with one of hia students from 
Georgetown university, Washington, 0.0. MS* SOKOLOV did net 
recall where this student resided, however, he believed it was 
in a city, or town north of Hew York City* MR. SOKOLOV 
advised that OLSdAHSKY and he had lunch together during 
0LSUAH8KY*a visit to Hew York* She subject spoke of Ms poor 
financial condition, stated his children were siek and 
generally bemoaned hia poor luek. 

SOKOLOV recalled that OLSHANSKY mentioned > 

attending a large meeting of flue clan emigres which was held 
in Washington, 0.0. approximately during the latter part of 
August, 1954* OLSHANSKY had advised that KLIMOV, the present 
president of the former Soviets* group, gave the main speech f 

at this meeting and it was OLSHANSKY* a opinion that KLIMOV *a 
speech was not too good aa It was lengthy and made the 
audience tired. 



Aooordlng to Mil. SOKOLOV, both ha and OLSHANSKY 
disouaacd Soviet and American foreign policies during the 
above-mentioned luncheon and both were in agreement that the 
Soviets seen very aggressive, and that the west is making 
mistakes by not being firm when the Russian* are aggressive* 

He speoifioslly reealled being in agreement in spteking 
against the French s sh e tags ox the European Defense commission. 

MR. SOKOLOV Stated that he trusts OLSHANSKY 
completely and that he considers him a sinoere anti- 
communist. He stated that he believes the aUbJeat is a 
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sincere anti-Gouoiunist beoausa throughout the lectures and 
meetings he attended with the eu&jeot there was absolutely 
no doubt In hla mind from the speech contents that 0L3HAH8KY 
Is anything but an anti-Communiet. SOKOLOY. stated mat ha 
himself is deeply antl-Oo.nmunist. ue stated that the soviets 
aond agents out of Russia with tho aim of penetrating, government 
departments or new emigres groups* She subject never tried 
either to get Into the American Government and his attitude with 
the enlgree groups waa beyond reproach* SOKOLOV declared that 
he could nob ignore the fact tnat the subject has a weak character 
and ia In a desperate financial condition, because of theta 
conditions, HR. SOKOLOV bellevas it possible that should the 
Soviets be aware of OLSHANSKY 1 s condition they may attempt to 
approach him to work for them. In this regard. HR. SOKOLOV 
firmly bellevas that QLS1IAHBKY would not aoeept any Soviet offer*

MR* KLIMOV stated that he is presently in the united States 
for a two month period in connection with hla work with tbs 
Central Association. KLIMOV advised that ha has known the 
subject alnoe 1950 as a member of the Central Association of 
Vast War Refugees from the Soviet Union Wills in Munich. 

He recalled that 0L; HA11SKY was anti-Soviet, tout did not have 
many chances to show it* 

According to MR* KLIMOV, When the subject cams 
to the United States he got the ohanoe bo write for the 
Russian language newspaper "Novoyoe Russkoye 81ovo, M and ha 
wrote many anti-ftovist article a. MR* KLIMOV advised that tha 
subject never made any trouble within the Central Association 
or other emigres groups as a Soviet agent would. Tha articles 
which he wrote were always sane and did not uo "off the deep 
end." MR. KLIMOV considered the aub jeet always loyal In 
Germany to the anti-Soviet cause and considers tho subject 
loyal in tha United States to tha anti-Soviet cause. 

According to MR* KLIMOV, the aubjeot has 
family trouble with his wife and hla ohlldren. The subjeot 
ia nervous and baa many debts. KLIMOV advised that the sub jeet 
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has borrowsd money from students who attend Ms classes at the 
Institute of Russian Languages at the Georgetown University 
in Washington, D.C. He estimated that the subjeet presently 
owes elose to $3,000.00' lie believed the subjeot nay Boon be 
fired froai his job beoauae of his Indebtedness. 

HR. KLIMOV advised that It Is poaelble that 
the Soviets are aware of the subject's financial troubles. 

In the event this is time, the additional possibility arises 
that the Soviets oould oontaot the eubjeot, offer to pay hie 
debts and request that he furnish the Russians with some 
Innocent information. The Russians would sseure his signature 
on this information and therefore have the tools of blackmail. 



KL1H0V advised that the subject la a coward and that he has a 
weak character. KUH0V believed that si nee the sub loot 
OLSHANSKY is subjeot to pressure he would be susceptible 
to a Russian eontaot. 

HR. KLIMOV advised that the subject has 
reoently written a book entitled "We Oomo Prom The Hast," 
Which la a sincere work with deep anti -Soviet feeling. Xt la 
not logloal to HR. KLIMOV that the eubjeet would be a Soviet 
agent and put the bottom of his hsart Into anti-Soviet 
writing auoh as "He Come Prom The East." MS. KLIMOV advised 
that ha baa read the subjeot* a book and can state that nothing 
which oould be considered pro-Soviet could be looated in the 
subject's book. < 

VLAdAmiR fflUDOLi? ~3KARBIHHKX , whose pan nama is 
Vladimir xVAHOVlCH/jrnltAKOV, was relntervlewcd by the writer 
on September 9, 1954 at the Amerloan Committee for the 
Liberation from Bolshevism of floes at 26 West 47th Street, 

New York Olty* MR. RUDOLF stated that the aubjeet called 
hie wife on September 2, 1954 and requested to stay over- 
night et RUDOLF *s home while ha was in Haw York Olty, as 
he did not have enough money for e hotel room. RUDOLF 
believes OLSHANSKY /as In Raw York to submit an artlele to 
the Russian language newspaper "Hovoyos Russkoye Slave. * 

RUDOLF believed that the subjeot accompanied a student of his 
to Row York and later stayed with the student in his New 
Jersey or New York nome. lie stated that he did not 
personally apeak to the suojeet at this time. 
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Buyout deolarod that on August 11, 1954 &• * 

exchanged a few words with the subject while In Washington, 
U.C. RODOJuP was under the impression that OLSHANSKY was 
very nervous and OLSHANSKY indicated that he desired to 
speak to RUDOLF eonooralng something. 



OISHAKSKY waa very Inquisitive about the 
open seating end e oaf arenas of Idle Russian language groups 
to be held in Hew fork ainse OLSHANSKY waa not invited. 

He e sated that OLSHANSKY does not know exactly what will be 
diseuaaed at the moating or where and whan it will be held. 
NR. RUDOLF declared that oe was unable to converse for a 
long period of tine with OLSHANSKY on August 11. 1954 as hs t 
RUDOLF, waa in a hurry and had uusineaa elsewhere. 

It ie noted that VLADIMIR SOKOLOV was inter- 
viewed on September 10, 1954 and that grugohy KLIMOV waa 
interviewed on September 9, 1954* 
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
